Kim Garland is a brave 
man! 

The 20-year-old Malton 
resident fought gallantly 
Saturday to save the lives of 
his three companions after 
‘their boat capsized in Lake 
Simcoe. 

Two of them, one Terry 
Rowe, 19, of Crabtree Cres., 
succumbed to the cold and 


the 320 (fahrenheit) waters, 
and drowned. Kim and 
Beulah Burton, 20, of Stroud, 
were rescued after spending 
nine hours in the water 
clinging desperately to the 
overturned boat. 

Both survivors spent two 
days in the intensive care 
unit of the York County 
Hospital in Newmarket suf- 


fering from exhaustion and 
exposure, and were released 
Monday night. 

Doctors told Mr. and Mrs. 
William Garland, of 
Woodruff Cres., that it was a 
‘‘miracle™’ that their son and 
the young woman survived. 
There are known cases of 
people lasting seven hours in 
icy waters, but never nine.

in Malton for five years, 
lived in Newmarket.
